Northwest Open in Maryville, Mo., on April 4.. 

Thrower junior Heather Minssen placed in all 
three events she entered to lead the Mavs to a fourth- | 
place finish: Minssen, who threw personal bests in the - 
shot put and javelin, earned a provisional qualifying 
mark for the national meet in the shot put. 

Minssen won the shot put with a throw of 45 feet, 9 
inches. She also took second in the javelin with a toss of 
111 feet, 7 inches and finished sixth in the discus with a 
throw of 120 feet, 1 inch. 

The throwing events carried UNO as many of the 
team’s runners did not compete. . 

Sophomore Rasheema Pitt took first place in the 
triple jump as UNO placed three jumpérs in the top 
five.
